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4 . CAUSES  OP  SICKNESS . 

Chicken  Pox  and  Whooping  Cough  were  very  prevalent  in  the 
bummer  months.  Influenza  chiefly  in  the  early  months  of  the 

year.  Cases  of  Diarrhea  in  infants  considering  the  dry  hot 
weather  were  remarkably  few. 


5>  _ PURS IPG  ARRANGEMENTS , etc. 

A District  Purse  is  provided  by  the  County  Pursing  Assoc- 
iation for  the  Parish  of  Woodville  for  Overseal  and  for  Tick^ 
nail.  The  Local  Authority  is  not  concerned  in  this  arrange- 
ment. The  nurses  are  in  each  case  certified  Midwives  and 
attend  a considerable  proportion  of  the  confinements.  They 
are  therefore  not  available  for  the  nursing  of  Infectious  cases 

CL IP ICS  & TREATMENT  CENTRES : - 

There  is  no  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  the  dis- 
trict . 

There  is  a School  Clinic  in  Swadlincote  to  which  cases  of 
eye  disease  or  defect  and  dental  cases  from  the  schools  of  this 
district  are  sent  when  necessary.  Throat,  nose  and  ear  cases 
from  the  schools  are  sent  to  the  Derby  Centre. 

There  is  a Tuberculin  Dispensary  at  Surton-on-Trent  to 
which  all  school  cases  are  sent. 

These  are  all  provided  or  partly  so  by  the  Derbyshire 
Education  Authority  through  the' Medical  Inspection  of  School 
Children  Department.1 

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  provide  accommodation  at  the 
Chesterfield  Sanatorium  for  tuberculous  patients  (adults  and 
children ) . 

There  is  no  Ambulance  provision  for  general  use  in  the 
district  but  the  collieries  provide  ambulance  facilities  for 
accidents  occurring  on  their  premises. 

~or  Infectious  cases  (notifiable  cases  only)  accommodation 
is  provided  by  the  Leicestershire  Isolation  Hospitals  Committee

under  special  agreement  with  the  Local  Authority.  These  cases 
are  usually  removed  to  Swannington  Hospital  Ly  motor  ambulance 
in  the  Ashby  Rural  District  (scarlet  fever)  and  to  the  Ibstock 
Isolation  Hospital  (diphtheria). 


jh  LABORATORY  WORK . 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  provided  gratis  (for  suitable 
cases)  by  the  Local  Authority  and  is  used  in  every  case  by 
most  of  the  Practitioners  in  the  district.  Cases  of  Diph- 
theria are  in  consequence  seldom  removed  to  Hospital. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are  made 
at  the  County  Laboratories  in  Derby,  free  of  charge.  The 
examinations  in  this  district  are  chiefly  used  in  cases  of 
Diphtheria  and  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  bacteriological  specimens  examined  was  14.

-An  enquiry  was  held  "by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  in 
September  upon  the  scheme  of  the  Local  Authority  for  providing 
a Water  Supply  for  Woodville  and  Overseal  and  the  Ministry’s 
approval  of  the  Scheme  has  been  accorded.  The  Provisional 
Agreements  for  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  land  for  sinking 
the  well  and  for  the  Reservoir  in  the  Parish  of  Smisby  have 
also  been  carried  through.  This  work  is  proceeding.
